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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2-5 are objected to as being indefinite. In claim 2, it is not clear that the 
temperature sensor is used to control the fan, or even connected to anything. In regard to claim 
3, only one sensor is shown to measure the combustion chamber, the other measures ambient 
temperature (see claim 4). Correction is required. Claims 2-5 contain allowable subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Walter 
(6311887). 

Walter shows a fastener including a fan at 80 and discloses (col. 12, lines 43-53) that a 
microprocessor circuit offers increased flexibility (programmable) because of software. The 
microprocessor controls the fan and is responsive to ambient temperature to fine tune the air to 
fuel ratio. While the fan is not explicitly controlled by temperature, claim 1 merely sets forth that 
the fan "can be set as a factor of a measured temperature", and because the microprocessor is 
programmable, the fan could be.
